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A BILL FOR AN ACT
CONCERNING THE CREATION OF THE EMPLOYMENT SUPPORT AND JOB101

RETENTION SERVICES PROGRAM WITHIN THE DIVISION OF102
EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING IN THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR103
AND EMPLOYMENT, AND, IN CONNECTION THEREWITH, MAKING104
AN APPROPRIATION.105

Bill Summary

(Note:  This summary applies to this bill as introduced and does
not reflect any amendments that may be subsequently adopted. If this bill
passes third reading in the house of introduction, a bill summary that
applies to the reengrossed version of this bill will be available at
http://leg.colorado.gov.)

The bill creates the employment support and job retention services
program (program) within the division of employment and training
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(division) in the department of labor and employment (department) to
provide emergency employment support and job retention services to
eligible individuals in the state. The bill requires the director of the
division (director) to contract with an entity to administer the program to
provide reimbursement for employment support and job retention services
provided to eligible individuals statewide. In order to be eligible for
services for which a service provider may be reimbursed under the
program, an individual must be 16 years of age or older, be eligible to
work in the United States, have a household income that is at or below the
federal poverty line, and be underemployed or unemployed and actively
involved in employment preparation, job training, employment pursuit,
or job retention activities. The director is required to establish procedures
and guidelines to implement and set parameters for the operation of the
program.

The general assembly is required to appropriate money annually
to the employment support and job retention services cash fund created
in the bill for allocation to the division to implement and operate the
program. The department is authorized to accept gifts, grants, and
donations for the implementation and operation of the program. The
program is repealed, effective September 30, 2022.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:1

SECTION 2.  Appropriation. (1) For the 2019-20 state fiscal24

year, $750,000 is appropriated to the employment support and job25

retention services program cash fund created in section 8-83-406, C.R.S.26

This appropriation is from the general fund. The department of labor and27
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employment is responsible for the accounting related to this1

appropriation.2

(2) For the 2019-20 state fiscal year, $250,000 is appropriated to3

the department of labor and employment for use by the division of4

employment and training. This appropriation is from reappropriated funds5

in the job retention services program cash fund under subsection (1) of6

this section and is based on an assumption that the division will require7

an additional 0.5 FTE. To implement this act, the division may use the8

appropriation for employment support and job retention services.9

SECTION 3.  Effective date. This act takes effect July 1, 2019.10

SECTION 4.  Safety clause. The general assembly hereby finds,11

determines, and declares that this act is necessary for the immediate12

preservation of the public peace, health, and safety.13
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
